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“But great as this accomplishment 
will be, the unlocking of the~Great 
Lakes system to the sea is of first im- 
portance. Transportation on the Great 
Lakes involves two great problems— 
a deep channel to the sea, and a stabili- 
zation of the levels of the lakes. At 
my suggestion, two years ago we en- 
tered upon an agreement with the 
Canadian government for a joint and 
conclusive engineering investigation of 
the St. Lawrence route. Our engi- 
neers are also making a comprehensive 
engineering review of the shipway 
route across New York state.

Lake Leveis Falling.

Aldermanic views differed yester- 
day on the adoption, at a council 
meeting today, of the Ald. Toman 
resolution providing for a _ council 
investigation of charges made by 
the Better Government association and 
the Municipal Voters’ league. The 
chief complaint against the latter or- 
ganization was that it did not name‘ 
the aldermen who are alleged to have 
collected or solicited graft, “‘ thereby 
casting a cloud over honest aldermen,” 
as one councilman phrased it. 

The league will lift the cloud within 


the next six weeks, it is said. It will 
prepare and make public a report on 
each alderman in the council, telling 
whether he is good, bad, or indifferent, 
in the league’s opinion. It is planned 
to use this report in the election of 
1927, unless the actions of this or that 
alderman in’ the next year justify a 
modification. The league, it is expect- 
ed, will label as honest each alderman 
whom it believes merits that charac- 
teristic. 
Eaton Opposes Inquiry. 

Ald. Eaton [5th ward] said that he 
is not in favor of the Toman resolu- 
tion, adding: *“‘ The motive behind the 
resolution is not to get the facts, in 
my judgment, but to pan the organi- 
zations which watch the activities of 
public officials. If there wereea bona 
fide effort to get the facts, that would 
be another matter, but getting the 
facts is fartherest from the purpose of 
the resolution.” 

“I do not see any reason for pro- 
viding these eérganizations with a 
forum where they can get enormous 
publicity,” said Ald. Moran [16th 
ward]. “Some people think they are 
all right, so let them talk. In any in- 
quiry, I think the two should be sep- 
arated.”’ 

For Separate Quiz. 

‘* Unquestionably the resolution

PLASTERERS AND 
BRICKLAYERS TO 
GET $14 PER DAY 


New York, March 9.—[{Special.}]— 
Wage increases for 100,000 mechanics 
and helpers in the building trades have 
been virtually assured, it was learned 
today. The increases will be $2 a day 
for plasterers and bricklayers now re 
ceiving $12 a day, $1.50 a day for most 
of the other mechanics, and $1 a day 
for the mechanics’ helpers. 

The wage increase is estimated to 
amount to between $60,000,000 and 
$75,000,000 a year and means an addi- 
tion of between 11 and 16 per cent to 
the earnings of the individual crafts- 
men. The building industry now has 
a wage bill of approximately $525,000,- 
000 a year.

$10,000 awarded to the Philadelphian 
who has done the most each year in 
the interests of his city, Mr. Yellen 
announced that the money would be 
devoted to the immediate establish- ' 
ment of a school for\iron and wood 
craftsmen,

In connection with his shop in Phil- 
adelphia, upon whose anvils have been 
fashioned the giant hand wrought 
grilles and all the other decorative 
ironwork of the Federal Reserve bank 
of New York, the Cunard building, the

the Harkness memorial gate at Yale 
university, and the Memorial Chapel 
screen at Valley Forge, Mr. Yellen will 
instruct young men in the craft in 
which he excels.

of Child Delinquency 


Chicago’s problems of juvenile delin- 
quency are ‘not to be solved from the 
angle of socia] service work in which 
ithe first contact with the boy or girl 
‘is made in the atmosphere of the Ju- 
venile court or the police station, Miss 
Jessie Binford, director of the Juvenile 
Protective association, told the Service 
Council for Girls at its annual meeting 
yesterday at the Palmer house. 

Criminality is not sudden—there is 
a beginning somewhere, Miss Binford 
‘impressed on the several hundred 
women present. And that beginning, 
| she maintained, comes in the first years 


of child life, due to environment, hered- } 


ity, or subnormalities. 
It is therefore into the earliest years 


of childhood that the correcting influ- |/ 


ences and tendencies must be injected, 
to protect the mental, moral, and spir- 
itual growth of the boy or girl, just 
as the good offices of the Infant Wel- 
fare society ministers to their physical 
well-being and protects their future 
strength, she asserted. 

“In the juvenile section of the po- 
lice department report for 1924,”’ Miss 
Binford said,.‘‘is recorded the fact 
that 16,640 complaints of delinquen- 
cies of children were registered at our 
police stations. ‘With the exception 
of 2,096 cases referred to the juvenile 
court, the remainder, or 14,544, pre- 
sumably were adjusted by the police. _ 

“We fail to deal adequately with 
these early behavior problems when 
we allow police at police stations to 
attempt to adjust these cases. Just 
as long as we fail to realize that it is 
in the school, and there alone, that 
we can first detect mental defectives, 
retardations, and behavior problems, 
and adjust them, so long we will have 
to continue building up elaborate court 
systems, parental schools, reforma- 
torfes and prisons.” 4

The articles shows that ‘Nisio 
made the bread as well as toasted it, 
because his mistress had first learned 
to cook, when she knew where her lot 
was to be cast, although before that,
